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26 November, 1944 Mission to Hamm.... 


Day after day, as the aerial offensive continues to carry 
crushing blows to the enemy, it becomes increasingly difficult to 
focus attention on single feats. The overall perspective is too 
overwhelming. 

The Nov. 26 mission to Hamm, for example. A message came 
through to Operations. The lead PrF sircraft had made an emergency 
landing near Brussels. No one had been injured. A brief note, 
which caused a few shakes of various heads. The crew returned 
in a few days, and the story was pleced together..... . 

The PFF ship was in front of the 100th "A" Squadron, whith 
led the second Group in the Third Division. The pilot was Capt. 
Seamans, with Lt.Col.Emberson as Air Commandor. The first Group 
overshot the point before the I.P., and the 100th took over the Divisio 
lead. 

Soon afterwards, the Gee Sox caught fire and was quickly ex- 
tinguished, leaving the equipment inoperative..Two minutes prior to 
bombs away, the plane was hit by flek....a direct hit on #2 engine. 
It was impossible to feather the prop, which begsn windmilling,. The 
ship lost 500 feet altitude in two minutes...foilowed down by the 
entire squadron. The left wing had caught on fire, but the drop in 
altitude, plus the windmilling prop, helped to put out the blaze. The 
windshield and nose frosted up, providing poor visibility. The lead 
bombardier called and said that he had an excellent synchronization, 
and to hold out until the target was bombed. It took both pilots to 
fight the controls and keep the ship on course. 

(The Bombs Gropped by "A" Squadron fell in a pattern 2000 
yards from the MPI...) : 

After completing the bomb run, the aircraft was forced to 
leave the formation. The bombbay doors would not close, and ons 
wheel suddenly came down. Vibrations caused by the windmilling prop 
were violent. The ship lost altitude....25,000 to 18,000 feet. All 
the cowlings were gone. The Co-Pilot, riding the tall position, 
called out many collision warnings, 8s the course of the stricken 
eircraft brought it dangerously close to passing planes. 

The waist gunners began to jettison all spare equipment. The 
Engineers parachute, catching in the turret gear, caught fire, 
da ae out the upper turret. The burning chute was dropped out the 
donb bay. 

A flak area was evaded, but the left wing caught fire once 
more, and it was necessary to put the crippled plane into a dive to 
extinguish the blaze. The aircraft was over the front lines by this 
time, and drew more flek. The pilot's right window wes shot out. 

The radio operator contacted an aerodrome near Brussels. The 
navigators had no maps of the area south of xindhoven, and overcast 
added to the difficulties. Ths windshield was now iced up, making 
it impossible for the pilot to sse. A previous call for fighter sup- 
port proved unavailing, since the fighters were having their hands 
full in battles over Hannover. 

The crew would not bail out, since the ingineer had no pare= 
chute. Excellent navigation brought the eircreft close to the field, 
and the control tower gave landing instructions. However, the 
mission, already filled with emergencies, threats and eccidents, was 
not yet over. , 

The Cal.50 top turret anmunition suddenly burst into flame, 
and the exploding projectiles began flying around the ageinees ane

1. November proved to be a month of comparative quiet. The advent of 
winter weather, with the resultant let up in air activity made it possible to 
spend the greater part of the month in dealing with the odd loose ends which 
had sccumlated over the previous months progress.

The passing of another month has been marked by the continuing efforts 
of the Group Gunnery Department to improve the abilities and efficieney of 
the combat gunners.

From the pictures taken 
on these missions the gunners, the gunnery department and the gunners crew 
members will be able to better judge the gunners ability. Work on this project 


is largely completed and the coming month should see the advent of this type

Brussels...a week after liberation, and Brussels...nearly 
two months after it had been freed, was still a city exhilerated 
by the Allied victories, a city where champagne flowed freely 
and a black market meal cost 300 francs. 


Brussels Sprouts... 


These were some of the impressions brought back by lst Lt. 
John Fabian,Jr., who twice made emergency landings near the Belgian 
capital after missions to Germany. 


The first time, just after the British hed passed through, 
“everybody was celebrating to beat the band, shaking hands, and we 
were kept busy kissing all the babies from 18 to 28. We stayed at 
the Palace Hotel, which had just been vacated by the Gestapo. One 
of the first guys we saw was an elderly Jew, who had been in hiding 
ever since the Germans first came into Brussels. He never saw the 
light of day, living in a cellar. 


"In the cafes, everybody was dancing and Singing. They would 
follow us in crowds, shouting 'Americain! Americain]" : 


Weeks later, after another mission on which Lt. Fabian was 
forced down near brussels, the city was still celebrating. 


“Every nite looked like Saturday nite. The streets were 
jammed. In order to get a meal, we had to go dow a darkened alley 
to find a secluded cafe, which we found out later was operating 
with black market food. We had to pay 1000 francs for three of us 
to eat.We had pork chops, soup and potatoes. The Belgians are 
certainly good cooks." 


Although the war was but a few minutes flying time away, the 
city pulsated with nite life..... "They had a floor show in one 
nite spot, called La Parisienne, and some girl slayed the crowd 
with 'St. Louis Blues', 'Flat Foot Floogie', and ‘Music, Maestro, 
Please.’ That was something....to hear 'Flat-Foot Floogie! with a 
Belgian-French accenti" 


All This and VZ.... 


Description of a V2 rocket launched in Germany was given 
by 8 Fortress waist gunner, S/Sgt. John M.McDowell, who claims 
to have seen the projectile as it flashed by within 500 yards of 
the bomber. A gunner of a squadron lead bomber, he made the fol- 
lowing claim to intelligence officers, after a mission striking 
at railroad marshalling yards at Hamm... 


" First, I caught a glimpse of a contrail shooting up about 
10,000 feet below us...Then, before I could bat an eye, the rocket 
was flashing by ot our altitude of 24,000 feet. I had a momentary 
fright because it looked hike the thing was going to hit us, but 
it passed to our left, near enough so that it would have been within 
gun range if it hadn' been so fast. 


"I could see the rocket, just in a flash of a second. It looked 
long, perhaps about 40 feet, and cylindrical, with a pointed nose 
and bulging in the center. Behind it came the stream of contrails. 


"The contrail was bluish white, about the dimensions of a 
contrail which would come from one Fortress engine, except that of 
course the rocket contrail was going straight up. It was like a 
pencil streak in the sky. It seemed as though @ spray gun had shot 
bluish white paint straight up from the earth. 


“In a minute or two, the contrail began to dissolve. I followed 
it up until it had reached what I would judge was 40,000 to 50,000 
feet, and then it began to disappear. In the same vicinity there 
were contrails from at least six other rockets. I don't think the 
Germans could have been firing them at our formation, as it must 
have been just pure chance that we went through this area when the 
rockets were coming up. 


"I could hear no noise from the rocket, as I looked out my waist 
window. It was the fastest thing I ever hope to see. It was just 
weird, that's Aalless.."”

9 December 1944 
SQUADRON HISTORY 


Comparing the fall of 1944 to the previous fall it was the second that 
was by far the colder and disagreeable and as November came in again the signs 
were up for the beginning of a very cold and bitter season -- so cold that the 
British Press was be ginning to hint that the Isles and the Continent might 
well expect the coldest winter in some fifty years! It was bad enough to contempla 
from the flat dullness of Norfolk. What it must have been on the bitter Western 
Front, or the Southern or Eastern --- was beyond comprehension. 


And so the month began. The furloughs, begim in August, continued without 
& break through the month and V1.came sporadically over Southern England additmg a 
fillip to the nights, especially when interspersed with a V2 or two. But Hitler's 
"playttings" did not stop the boys nor dampen their enthusiasm. t 

ft 

Qn the lst of the motth Lieutenant Glen Rojohn dropped his 2nd Lt bars 
in favor*of a lst Lt rating and Flight Officer Richard Nesline changed his 
status from that insecure rating te the position of Sefond Lieutenant. 


On the 2nd the ships took off for an old familiar target -- Merseberg -- 
and they ran smack into a heavy field of fanatical flak. The ships caught 
hell and one well placed shot struck Lt. David Raiford's ship in the tail, 
instantly killing the tail gunner, Staff Sergeant Patrick F. Fitesimnons. 

A burst of flak exploded near the tail of the ship and the young gunner 
caught the full burst. 


On this same day Lt. Richard Tunnicliff was transferred intothe unit from 


the 343th Bomb Squadron and almost immediately assumed the position of Squadron 
Bombardier. 


The weather turned sour on the Srd and 4th and flying was suspended . 2nd Lt 
William Fpatus and George Bartek received their promotions to lst Lt on the 3rd. 


On the 5th of the month the ships went off to Ludwigshaven and returned safely, 
although one man sustained severe injuries when flak stuck through the ship and 
hit him -- Staff Sergeant Victor J Vallerga and he was immediately hospitalized 
for a long stay. 


The mext day the ships struck at Neumunster and this tine everyone got back 
sefe and sound. 


Qn the 7th the weather was clear and though no regular mission was scheduled 
the powers-that-be set a practice missi for the day. The mission proceeded accord= 
ing to plan and the ships flew out along the coastline. Suddenly samething happened 
to the ship piloted by Lieutenant John J Dyatt --- witnesses said that the whole 
of the ship suddenly filled with one great shest of flame and the ship lost altitude — 
and then plumetted to the earth, crashing into a British service barracks on the edge 
of a mall tom, Aijeutenant Bykatk Dyatt, a passenger and Tech Sergeant Donald A

Gustavson were instantly killed. The other men -- Lieutenants Ralph C Bohlssen and 
Preston J Wallace and the enlisted men T Sgt Nelson B Mclain, 8 Sgt Cornelius T Romano, 
and § Sgt August F Kienitz parachuted to safety, though the two officers suffered 
severe burns about the body and face necessitating a month's hospitalization. 


On the 9th the ships went out to Saarbrucken and on the 10th they struck at 
Wiesbode and this time Captain Henry F Smith, Squadrom Operations Officer, flying with 
another squadron , was listed asmissing im action. But this fear was quickly dispelled 
as the ship had only been forced dow in friendly territory and before 24 hours had 
passed Captain Smith was again amont those present. 


Armistice Day passdéd without a mission. On this day Plight Officer Hubert EB 

Trent, whe had been returned to the Squadron after being missing in actionfor over a 
year, finally won his commission as a Second Lieutenant. Armistice Day passed -- in 
fact and in meaning -- and so did the 12th and the 15th, 14th and 15 -- and the weather 
s&ét heavily on the front and England and the ships were held in tight. Then the weather 
stirred and broke a lictle. The troops along the front had broken out all along the line 
and were slogging through a sea of mud and wet towards the Saar and Ruhr and when the 
panes went out on the 16th they went out to help the ground forces by splattering 

the enemy papitions just ahead of the advances. There were no losses on the mission -= 
on our end of the attack! 


Prevailing bad weather again held the planes 
in on the 17th 18th and 19th but on the morning of the 20th they took off for 
Germany agein. But this time it was the weather over the target that frustrated their 
purpose and the brought their load beck to the home base, being recddled only a few 
moments from the actual target. 


The next day however they flew to Osnabruck and aarried out their instructions 
as planned. There were no casualties and all came back on schedule. 


On the 21st another batch of ions came thhoughh... making lst Lts out 
of 2nd Lts Alvin J Meiklejohn, Ethan A Yorter, David C Reiford, Leo D Ross,&Charles A 
Wilsone 


It was a case of “bad weathor" again and this time it really closed in. Rain 
poured down and filled the creeks, static pools and gutters, and the hollows in the fields 
becme minature lakes. And the ships sat alone in the dispersals and dripped away 
the days. It was not until the 26th that the Group got off on business again and this 
time they ladled out their destruction on the vital much-battered railway marshalling yards 
at Hamm, another te.ling blow at the German communication system. 


Another tw days slipped by under a stormy sky and then the ships went out again 
to slap at the same old marshalling yards -~- Hamm. And on the @th Flight Officer Constanti 
G Sharmet stepped into the commissioned ranks as a Second L,eutenant. 


At 0915 on the morning of the 50th the ships flew to Merseberg again -- a spot 
becoming almost a tabu to the men of the Squadron , for the losses invariably susteined 
om each mission at the highly-accurate hands of the German anti-sircraft defenses. 

‘The raid of the 50th was no exception. They ran into the Merseberg field of flak and 
the extremely accurate firing took a toll. Ons ship piloted by Lieutenant Stanton B 
Iawrence was forced down en route home at Brussels due to the damages sustained over the 
target, while a burst of flak striking ahother ship in the nose crashed through the thin 


walls and taught young Staff Sergeant William Kilpatrick in the left arm, fractur 
the arm in several places ami tearing the flesh very badly. —., 
Dei :

His was a grave injury end resulted in Kil's being hispitalized for a very long time 
abd his return to the Zone of the Interior. So fer as combat duty was concerned 
Kil had "had it.” 


And so the month of November came to an end. The pressuse of the Armies ranged along 
the horders of Western Germany, the growing tension in the North of Italy and the surge 
upward of the Soviet forces in the East became more and more accute as the days passed. 
Germany held tight and fought savagely for every inch of ground they had to yeild to 
the Allies and what was to have been victory by Chtistmas looked very distant. It would 
be victory now ... but a hard won, bitterly-contested victory. And the prospects of 

aa early dete seemed as shriveled and remote as the flat drab countryside of Hast 
Anglia as the bdéek December came inching in.

1. The following policy as outlined will govern the promotion of enlisted 
members of combat crews, These regulations, as set forth, will determine the 
minimum requirements necessary and do not make the promotion of any man manda- 
tory simply because he has fulfilled these requirements: 


& All enlisted personnel may be promoted to the grade of Sergeant upon the 
completion of thelr initial training period with the Group and before they becone 
operational, 


b. Upon the completion of five (5) operational missions tho Aerial Engineer 
and Radio Operator may be considered eligible for promotion to the grade of Staff 
Sergeant provided the pilot and Squadron commander ars both satisficd that the 
efficiency of the individual in that job justifies such a promotion, 


&» All other enlistod membors of a combat crow may be considered cligible 
for promotion to the grado of Staff Sergeant upon satisfactorily completing fif- 
teen (15) operational missions, This provision applics to the Tail Gunner, Waist 
Gunner, and Ball Turret Operator, 


. The Acrial Engineer and Radio Operator will be considered eligible for 
promotion to the grade of Tuchnical Sergeant upon the completion of twenty (20) 
operational missions provided their individual efficiency justifies such a pro~ 
notion. 


2. Individual cases of outstanding enlisted men may be considered individ- 
ually, and recomendations for promotion of men at a time prior to that outlined 
above will be submitted to the Group Personnel Officer accompanied by a letter 
Setting forth in detail the reasons for such request.
